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DEFENSE GRASPING AT 
STRAWS SAYS DORSEY 
HUNTING BIAS CHARGES 


Solicitor Dorsey startled the court at the hearing of a new 
trial for Leo M. Frank Tuesday afternoon by the declaration that 
if Judge Roan reversed the Frank verdict on the grounds of 
prejudice or bias, that Henslee and Johenning, the jurors acoused 
of unfairness, should be given maximum sentences in the peniten- 


tiary. 


“They deserve no better fate if it is true that their minds 
were warped with prejudice,’ declared the Solicitor. ‘‘But no 
one except my friends on the other side who are grasping at 
straws believe these charges on which Mr. Arnold dilated in three 


days of delirious rambling. 


‘‘Henslee is unimpeached; Johenning is unimpeached. I do 
not believe that there is a man in Georgia from the Governor down 
who is a more conscientious and upright citizen that Johenning.’’ 


Dorsey continued his assault 
throughout the day on what he 
appeared to regard as the most 
important stronghold of the de- 
fense, the alleged bias of the two 
jurors, In emphatic language 
he told the court that there was 
not a ground in the entire mo- 
tion for a new trial that had a 


semblance of merit. 

“The truth is, your honor,” he said, 
“that they haven't any defense in this 
case, and haven't a tenable ground 
for this motion. They are beating 
aimlessly around like a man snipe- 
hunting, hoping against hope that 
something will fly into their net. 

Dorsey to Finish Wednesday. 

“Tf your honor adopts the policy of 
taking the word of irresponsible per- 
sons against that of a man like Hens- 
lee or Johenning, you are taking ev- 
ery protection away fgom the Btate 
and making it easy for red-handed 
murderers to go free.”

your honor, was not attacked more 
as @ man than your honer was as a 
judge.” 

Discusses Henslee Affidavit. 

The Solicitor read and discussed in 
detail the affidavit of A. H. Henslee, 
the juror around whom the fight for a 
new trial has centered, which has ap- 
peared in print many times. He called 
attention to the fact that Henslee de- 
nies specifically every instance in the 
affidavits charging him with prejudice 
and bias, where he 1s quoted as ex- 
pressing an opinion ag to the guilt of 
Frank.

Didn't Hear Cheering. 

Solicitor Dorsey also dwelt for = 
considerable length of time on the

Attorney Arnold, in closing his ad- 
dress, emphasized the responsibility 
resting with the court and said that if 
a new trial was refused it forever 
would put at rest the entire case, so 
far as the facts were concerned. 

Attorney Hooper concluded his ar- 
at 3:30, having talked only 
one hour. He resented strongly in his 
closing remarks the bitter criticism 
made by Attorney Arnold of the man- 
ner in which the Solicitor General had 
conducied the case.

JUST FREED © 


Reiterating his charges made Mon- 
day against Warden Mover and con- 
ditions at the Federal penitentiary, 
W. F. Burtlebaugh, formerly No. 3530 
at that institution, In a letter to The 
Georgian, received Tuesday, detailed 
the prison cruelties he declared were 
being endured by the men there. 

Burtlebaugh, whose home is at Oak- 
man, Ala., cited as his authority his 
27 months’ penal servitude, which 
ended with his release last Sunday. 

In wis letter ne commended Julian 
Hawthorne, the novelist, and Dr. J. 
W. Morton, the New York physician, 
on their action in denouncing the 
warden upon their release some weeks 
ago He coroborated their sensa- 
tiona) charges. 

Defends Dismissed Guards, 

Burtlebaugh came out &trongly in 
defense of the prison guards who 
have been dismissed by Mover on 
charges of inciting the prisoners to 
riot. He declared his statements 
were made for the cause of justice 
and humanity. 

“Many times when I left the dining 
room of the prison to return to my 
cell T was so weak from lack of food 
that I could not work, and war forced 
to lie on my cot ‘ne entire afternoon,” 
Mr. Burtlebaugh’s letter asserts. 

“There wouid be nothing to eat but 
greens, dry bread and salt pork. Plen- 
ty of sand from the earth was cooked 


with the greens, which were never 
thoroughly washed. Day in and day 
out we fared thus, no matter how 


sick the men became of it, 
Mentions Oungeon. 

“A young fellow named Gilbreath, 
from Kentucky, complained to the 
prison docior that he could not saat 
the fare any longer. He was thrown 
into the ‘hole’ for fifteen days. The 
time a prisoner spends in the ‘hole’ 
or dungeon is added to his term. 

“I read in the paper where several 
guards were dismissed on charges of 
encouraging the prisoners to become 
riotous, There must be some m'‘s- 
take about that, for during my time 
in the prison I never knew of any- 
thing of this kind. Not one of them 
ever approached me for that purpose. 

“I say this because I want to see 
those guards get a square deal, and it 
doesn't look as if they will. 

Says Men Distrust Moyer. 

“One of the worst features of Moy- 
er’s administration happened recent- 
lr. A prisoner named Anderson sued 
oyt a writ of habeas corpus before 
Judge Newman, asking for his release 
on the claim that he was doing two 
five-year terms on one crime, 

“Attorney Lamar Hill was his law- 
| yer, Judge Newman ordered the man 
discharged, but no sooner was the or- 
der given than Moyer appealed the 
case to the Federal Court of Appeals! 
at New Orleans, and Judge Newman's 
decision was set aside. 

“This simply. showed that Moyer 
was not a friend df the prisoners, It 
went a long way toward placing dis- 
trust of their warden into the prison- 
ers’ hearts. Mover never made an 
explanation of his action, and so the 
men there could only believe it was 
due to malice. 

“What few statements J have made 
here are in behalf of the several hun- 
dred men who begged me to help them 
when I got out. I am going to the 
Cumberland Mountains, and just as 
soon as I get a few square meals and 
get my nerves steady enough to hold a 
pen properly, I will have a few more 
words to say on this subject.”

AMLAQAD 


Cold type and figures don't tell you 
much about the cotton crop that Geor- 
gia is marketing just now. 

But the lively term, “embargo,” with 
its semi-warlike tang, may warm up 
the figures—especially if you ilve in 
Atlanta, which is the object of a reg- 
ulaf “cotton embargo” ordered Sun- 
day by the Southern Railway. 

There simply was too much cotton 
to handle. It was coming too fast. 
On the tracks of Atlanta yards Tues- 
day morning were 600 cars, crammed 
with cotton—60 to 65 bales in every 
car—neartly 40,000 bales. 


In the vast Atlanta warelouses of 
the Atlantic Compress Company was 
nearly as much more cotton, await- 
ing its turn under the presses to fit 
it for export. 

Atlanta was crammed with cotton 
the early part of this week, The “em- 
bargo” was the only remedy 

Embargo Is Put On. 

So the embargo went on Sunday 
morning. Orders were issued in the 
Most impartial manner that the 
Southern Railway agents should not 
accept cotten from connecting lines 
at any point for shipment to Atlanta; 


that they should not accept cotton 
even from the little dealers at the 
smal! stations for shipment to At- 


lanta. 

They might divert it, by agreemen: 
with the shipper. to Macon or to Sa- 
vannah, where the big plants of the 
Atlantic Compress Company are still 
managing to keep up with the game. 

But not to Atlanta, Atlanta was 
submerged by a prodigious tidal wave 
of the prosperity on which rides @ 
crest of the great white staple. ‘ 

W. L. Peel, of the American Na- 
tional Bank, and a keen observer of 
big business, laughed a little in sheer 
good humor as he talked of the em- 
bargo this morning. 

Banks Can Handle Crop. 

“No trouble about the money,” he 
said. “Atlanta banks and the banks 
of the South are in the fittest condi- 
tion of their history to handle this 
bumper crop. But it seems the rail- 
ways are swamped The crop is a 
bumper crop, and the price, instead of 
falling off, has held up so that every- 
body is marketing his cotton as fast 
as it can be ginned. Big times in 
Georgia this fall!”

SWAILNSBORO, Oct. 27.—Mrs. L 

Kennedy, shot by her husband, a 
rominent Emanuel County farmer, 
vas reported dying to-day. Kennedy 
s in jail here awaiting the outcome 
f his wife’s wounds. A large crowd 
has gathered at the Kennedy home 
awaiting news of Mra. Kennedy’s con- 
‘ition. She has made a dying state- 
ment accusing her husband, 

Kennedy, before shooting his wife, 
prutally beat her with a horse whip 

the butt of a shotgun. She 
pleaded with him to spare her for her 
hildren, and when he refused, made 
a desperate fight. After struggling 
fully fifteen minutes. Kennedy beat 
ner down with the gun and as she 
fel! flred a load of buckshot into her 
back, which tore through her body. 
He then carried her into the house. 

It is said that Kennedy was in a 
jrunken stupor when he shot Mrs, 
Kennedy. The quarrel followed the 
running down of one of the Kennedy 
hildren by the father, who came 
ome late Saturday from town, driv- 
ng a horse to a small buggy. After 
running over the boy, the father left 
him lying in the road. 

Hearing the child's screams, Mrs. 
Kennedy rushed to the scene. Ken- 
abused her. She resented and 
he climbed from the rig, with whip 
in hand, in a threatening attitude. He 
struck at her and she ran into a 
nearby cotton field, he roiiowing. 

Beats Her as She Flees. 


Across the fleld Kennedy followed 
his wife, striking vicious blows all 
the while with the buggy whip. Mrs. 
ixennedy's body was covered with cuts 
ind whelts, and people who saw the 
whip say it was worn thin. 

The woman managed to get away 
from her husband and went back to 
the road where her boy lay injured, 
a short distance from the house. The 
other three Kennedy children were 
near their injured brother. 

Picking up the injured 
Kennedy proceeded with the other 
children to the house. Kennedy was 
standing at the front door, a shotgun 
in his hands and a vicious grin on 
ix face. He started toward her and 
it the front gate, 380 feet from the 
door, they met.

Mrs. Kennedy 
made another bound at him, again 
catching him about the neck. They 
struggled about the yard and neared 
the porch. Upon the veranda they 
went, she fighting desperately. 

On the corner of the porch he suc- 
ceeded in knocking her down and 
as she fell fired the load of buckshot 
into her back. Mrs. Kennedy's head 
struck a pillar on the corner of the 
porch.

Governor Slaton, overwhelmed with 
epplications of all sorts for execu- 

ve clemency, has set his foot down 

ard upon indiscriminate petitioning 

r pardons, comutations, paroles and 

so on, and will consider hereafter no 
etition that has been passed upon 

»y former Governor Brown within 
¢welve months of its proposed reopen- 
ng, save in extremely exceptional 
and extraordinary cases. 

The Governor has been almost 
swamped since he assumed the Chief 
Magistracy of the State by an aval- 
anche of applications for clemency. 

He has tried in every way he could 
think of politely to stem the on- 
yush, but with scant success thus far. 

Every mail brings fresh applica- 
tions, concerning matters all the way 
from simple larceny to red-handed 
murder. 

Hereafter any case that has been 
up before Governor Brown within 


twelve months of its presentation to 
Governor Slaton will be peremptor- 
lly dismissed. 

The present Governor 
faith in the fairness,

he (Slaton) should review cases al- 


really passed upon by Governor 
Brown. It will be the policy of the 
present administration, therefore, 


give full faith and credit to the find- 
ings of Governor Brown in all cases 
hereafter coming up, and no 
tion whatever will be paid to cases 


that have been ruled upon by the 

former yovernor within tweive | 

months. | 
Few Exceptions Made. 

Of course, in cases involving ab- | 
solutely and honestly discovered new 
evidence, extreme piysical disabili- 
ty, and the like, exceptions may 
made.

ing immediately, both to the Prison 
Commission and the Executive. 
“The matter of clemency is one of 
ihe most trying, ag well as one of the 
most responsible prerogatives resting 
within the arbitrary pleasure of the 
Governor,” said Governor Slaton. 
“It should not, and so long ag 1! 
am Governor shall not, be exercised 


lightly; and it ought not to be asked 
lightly. 
‘T wish to give every man and 


every matter coming before me a fair 
deal, and that I shal! try to do, though 
the heavens fall. Sut it is not right 
to call upon the Governor unless the 
showing to be made is conscientious- 
ly ample, and unless the petitioner 
knows in his heart that clemency is 
honestly and sincerely In oréer. 

“If, say, a case was presented to 
Governor Brown six or eight months 
ago, affd he, after careful analysis 
and weighing of the facts, passed an 
order concerning it, why should this 
office now be asked to reopen the 
case, when the showing to be made ig 
in no way different from the showing 
made before Governor Brown? 

Will Dismiss Petitions. 

“Hereafter, it shall be the policy 
of this office to dismiss applications 
coming within the limits of time set 
ip—twelve months of the rulings of 
the former Governor. 

“Necessarily, the clemency power 
being arbitrary, I could not make this 
rule absolutely ironclad, but it shail 
be as nearly ironclad as my sense of 
duty and right can make it, and that 
means {It will re quire exeraordinary 
circumstances to make me vary from 


"Parties with petitions for clemen- 
cy in thelr minds will do well to re- 
member the foreging rule. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it is a rule, and here- 
after shall be an enforced rule of the 
Governor's office.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—The out- 
come of the election of Mexico failed 
to cause surprise in official. circles 
here, It had been recognized all along 
that an election in Mexico under the 
prevaiting conditions could be noth- 
ing but a farce. No matter what the 
result of the election in Mexico had 
been the successful candidate would 
have failed to secure recognition from 
the Government. Huerta’s regime will 
never be recognized by the United 
States. Neither will any man he se- 
lects be accepted. 

Government officials declared that 
the United States will now await de- 
velopments in the republic. No move 
will be made by this country, they as- 
serted, until it 1s clear what Huerta 
intends to do, 

Advices from John Lind, President 
Wilson’s personal representative in 
Mexico, and Charge O'Shaughnessy at 
Mexico City, indicated that General 
Huerta is expected to remain in power 
at least until the convention of the 
new Congress next month, 

Secretary of State Bryan to-day de- 
clined to discuss the Mexican elec- 
tions. 

“T can not comment on the elec- 
tions at this time,” he said, “because 
we have not received the official count 
of the vote. This probably will not 
reach us before the end of the week, 
because of the difficulty of access to 
the number of outlying States of 
Mexico. Until the State Department 
receives an official report of yester- 
day’s elections no one here can be ex- 
pected to comment upon them.”

Editor The Georgian: 

NENT your editorial on 
“child labor’ Friday, you 
offer to your readers the 

opportunity to “freely and frank- 
ly discuss all matters affecting 
the welfare, progress, etc., of the 
people.” In expressing an appre- 
ciationgof your evident desire to 
be fair and also your willingness 
to have as much light as possible 
thrown upon the question dis- 
cussed, I feel constrained to ac- 
cept the offer and contribute my 
mite to the controversy. 

I differ with you in your state- 
ment that the laws of Georgia 
touching child labor are “outra- 
geous and altogether indefen- 
sible.” While It 4s true that 
Georgia. was one among the very 
last of the manufacturing States 
to put upon the statute books a 
law affecting this subject, yet I 
challenge anyone to show what 
other State of the South has*a 
better or more just law. 


“Give Law Publicity.’’ 


Give this law _ publicity, for 
therein the remedy lies, 

WHAT WE NEED IS LAW 
ENFORCEMENT. Let's eat 
breakfast before we order supper. 
Let's try to enforce ‘every line of 
the present law and then take up 
the question of expanding and en- 
larging its provisions. 

The Supreme Court of Georgia 
recently upheld the present child 
labor law in a civil action. But 
I am not familiar with any de- 
elded movement of those who 
claim to sympathize with the 
progress of the bill In enforcing 
the penal law. Regardless of this 
apathy among sympathizers, it is 
surprising that many of the best 
mills have followed the spirit and 
Intent of the law, and besides 
erecting at their own expense 
schoolhouses and employing 
teachers in the effort to educate 
the children so as to comply with 
the educational clause, fhey show 
a decided respect for the other 
provisions by strictly adhering to 
their every letter. But the bad, 
avaricious mill owners, the grasp- 
ing, heartless fellows who want a 
large dividend at any price, and 
who, as ig well known, are fla- 
grantly violating the present child 
labor law, are the ones to whom 
the whiplash of the law ought to 
apply. 

Relieving Many Ills. ’ 

You say: “If The Georgtan had 
its way no child should work in 
any factory, in any circumstances, 
under 18 years of age.” Well and 
good. But taking time by the 
forelock, if, the possibility of that 
dream 1s not a little remote and 
certainly not a conclusive reali- 
zation, let's follow what we've got, 
not a phantom, but a fact. Let's 
say that the present law which 
prohibits the working of chil- 
dren under 14 yéars, etc., should 
be respected and all penalties for 
its infraction speedily enforced. 

Your great paper has contrib- 
uted much here in Georgia and 
elsewhere for the amelioration of 


many ills which beset unfortunate 
humanity. But on this question I 
humbly submit, “Let's get the 
shirt buttoned up before we put 
on the coat.”

CORDILL S REPORT 


Bad Weather and Low Crop Esti- 
mates Fall on Deaf Ears of 
Bears—Spot Houses Buy. 


NEW YORK, Oct, 28.—Tne opening of 
the cotton market to-day was barely 
steady, being under general selling by 
the ring on Cordell's report, which was 
construed as bearish; in fact, it was 
bearish on the crop, but bullish on 
grade. First prices were at a net de- 
cline of 4 to 8 points on near months 
and 12 to 15 points decline on distant 
positions. 

Despite the unfavorable weather in a 
large portion of the belt, the Ist was 
kept under pressure by the bear ele- 
ment, who were pushing the decline, 
and at the end of the first half hour 
the list had widened its decline some 13 
to 18 points. The map showed rains 
having been general in practically all 
over the area east of the Mississippi 
River and frost in the Central and Hast- 
ern States and considerable information 
came to the effect that the proportion 
of low grades were increasing through- 
out the belt. On top of this weather 
experts predicted snow, rains and gen- 
eral freeze in the weather during the 
next few days. 

. There was evidence of good support 
developing when the market reached 
14.00 for October and 18.57 for January. 
Wires told of a disturbance off the Tex- 
as coast over northwest Texas, which 
was likely to move eastward and cause 
increasing southerly shifting to brisk to 
high northerly winds and much lower 
temperatures by Wednesday, There was 
also many bullish crop estimates, all 
being under 14,000,000 bales. It ‘took 
very little buying from the big feliows 
to check the decline and prices during 
the forenoon stood about 6 points over 
the opening, except near _ positions, 
which was unchanged from the initial 
range.

GALVESTON, TEXAS, Oct. 28.— 
General Felix Diaz was taken on 
board the United States gunboat 
Wheeling at Vera Cruz early to-day 
after he had informed the American 
Consul there, William Canada, that 
agents of General Huerta had threat- 
ened to assassinate him, according to 
a cablegram received here. 

The dispatch adds that Jose Sando- 
val and Cecilio Ocon, two supporters 
of Diaz, and Alexander Williams, an 
American newspaper man, were taken 
on board the Wheeling with Diaz, and 
are now under the protection of the 
United States flag. 

Advices received here early to-day 
indicated that the conditions at Vera 
Cruz are serious. L, Blum, an Amer- 
ican citizen who accompanied the 
Diaz party from Havana to Vera 
Crit, is said to have been arrested by 
Mexican officers. 


TO ASK RECOGNITION. 

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 28.—Having 
complied with the request of Presi- 
dent Wilson, expressed through Spe- 
cial Envoy Lind, that an election be 
held in Mexico, General Huerta is 
preparing to make an appeal to the 
United States to recognize his regime. 

It was learned to-day that Senor 
Moheno, the Foreign Minister, is at 
work on the draft of a note, although 
negotiations are in progress with Eu- 
ropean powers which may prevent its 
presentation. It is believed that if 
the Huerta Administration is able to 
secure a big loan it will not insist 
upon recognition by the United 
States, but will content itself with 
formal request for equality of rela- 
tions. 

The general apathy over the Presi- 
dential election continues, the people 
realizing in advance what Huerta’s 
proclamation announcing the result 
will be. 

Throughout the maze ‘of Mexican 
politics a black spirit of intrigue not 
seen since the Middle Ages of Eu- 
ropean courts has been and still is 
evident, 

Felix Diaz, who formerly enjoyed 
an equality of power and _ prestige 
with Huerta, is being forced from the 
stage and into private life. Diaz, who 
has been detained at Vera Cruz osten- 
sibly by the illness of his wife, but 
really through fear of arrest or as- 
sassination, has told his friends that 
he is preparing to retire to private life.

FRANK WITNESSES: 
AAPPED BY DORSEY 


Solicitor Is Scathing in His De- - 
mand for a Refusal of a 
New Trial, 


Juror A. H. Henslee’s alleged bias 
against Leo M. Frank, around which 
much of the hardest fighting in the 
hearing for a new trial has eentered, 
again was the subject when Solicitor 
General Dorsey resumed his argu- 
ment in defense of the verdict of guil- 
ty Tuesday, in the library of the State 
Capitol. He made a bitter attack on 
the character of some of the defense’s 
witnesses. 

The Solicitor took up the business 
connections, character. and reputa-. 
tion of each. of the jurors, paying 
particular attention to Henslee and 
Johenning, the two .attacked, and 
sought to show that the jury. was 
unusually and remarkably high class, 
and that it was utterly futile to allege 
that any_member was prejudiced and 
unfair, as it has been the endeavor 
of Frank’s lawyers to. establish. 

Dorsey made an eloquent protest 
against the upsetting of. a - solemn 
verdict of a jury on what he de- 
scribed as the flimsy and insubstan- 
tial grounds advanced by the defense, 
He savagely attacked the reputation 
for veracity of several of the defense’s 
witnesses who swore to the expressea 
bias of Henslee, and asked if a new 
trial should be granted on their irre- 
sponsible statements. 

Cc. P. Stough, of Atlunta, a repre- 
sentative of the Mason’s Annuity; 
Samuel Aaron, of No. 217 Crew 
street, and R. L. Gremmer, of Al- 
bany, were the trio most bitterly as- 
sailed by the Solicitor. Ail had testi- 
fied to hearing Henslee make denun- 
ciatory remarks in regard to Frank 
before the trial began. 

“It’s up to your honor to say 
whether you will take ‘the word of 
Stough, impeached by Lou’ Castro and 
H. L. Bennett, or that of Henslee, not, 
only unimpeached, but sustained: by 
the other eleven jurers with whom he 
was thrown for the 29/days of the 
trial,” said Dorsey. ‘ 

“It is up to your honor to say 
whether you will take the word of the 
irresponsible Sam Aaron or that of 
the impeached R. L. Gremmer against 
that of this juror who was unchal- 
lenged when he went into the jury 
box and whose vete of ‘doubtful’ on 
the first ballot—the only ‘doubtful’ 
vote cast—indicaies that he was far 
from biased or prejudiced.”

CAUSE FOR ACTION 


Armed Intervention Certain to 
_ Follow if Foreigners Are 
{ Made to Suffer. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 23.—Fearing 
anti-foreign outbreaks during the 
Mexican election scheduled for Sun- 
day, the Administration to-day com- 
pleted its preparations for armed in- 
tervention in Mexico should this bs- 
come necessary, Both the army and 
the navy are in such form that they 
can be moved instantly and with the 
least possible loss of efficiency. 

In addition to the three dread- 
noughts now anchored off Vera Cruz 
with their big guns trained on the 
city, the European cruise of the At- 
lantic fleet, which is scheduled to be- 
gin Saturday, has given the Govern- 
ment an excuse to coa! and fully pro- 
vision nine of the largest ships of the 
navy. The Wyoming, Utah, Florida, 
Arkansas, Delaware, Connecticut, 
Vermont, Kansas and Ohio will steam 
out of Hampton Roads Saturday 


morning. 
ig Ships in Call. 

.The big ships will not proceed to 
full speed, but will cruige leisurely 
eastward, so as to be within easy 
wireless communication with Wash- 
Ington three days after sailing. It is 
anticipated that the anti-foreign out- 
breaks, if they occur, will take place 
either Sunday or Monday, and it 
would be the work of less than an 
hour to change the route of the fleet 
and send all nine fighting ships south- 
ward to the gulf, where, with the 
assistance of the torpedo division, 
mow quartered at Hampton Roads and 
Charleston, S. C., they could land men 
on the east coast of Mexico. 

In addition to these nine vesse!s, 
the Navy Department holds the Vir- 
ginia, New Jersey, Rhode Island and 
Nebraska ready at Norfolk for their 
Mexican cruise, which will begin Oc- 
tober 29. The dreadnoughts are coaled 
and provisioned now, however, and 
can move instantly if necessary, This 
division of the fleet is intended to re- 
lieve the Louisiana, Michigan and 
New Hampshire, which have been 
“requested” by President Huerta te 
leave. In event of trouble, however, 
this trio of battleships would remain 
in Mexican waters and land marines 
and sailors to protect American prop- 
erty. 


Army Ready, Too. 

Yhe preparations of the army for 
intervention are no less complete than 
those of the navy. To “relieve” the 
Second and Fifth Regiments of caval- 
ry, which have been stationed on the 
border for several years, General 
Wood has ordered the Tenth and Fif- 
teenth cavalry to the border. No date 
has been set for the transfer, but 
both the Tenth and Fifteenth have 


received orders to remain in march-} 


ing trim. 

In addition to this, the Government 
has 5,000 troops at Texas City, Texas, 
within a few miles of the border, 
armed and ready to move. The ar- 
rival of the two additional regiments 
of cavalry would give the Adminis- 
tration close to 12,000 troops of all 
kinds along the border, and it is 
planned that this force will be hurled 
across the Rio Granade at the first 
sign of trouble or danger to foreign- 
ers. 


THANKSGIVING DAY- SET. 

WASHINGTON, Oct, 23.—President 
Wilson to-day issued his Thanksgiving 
Day proclamation, setting Thursday, 
November 27, as the “day on which the 
people of the United States shall offer 
thanks for the blessings of the year. 
The proclamation says: 

‘“‘We not only have had peace through- 
out our own borders and with the na- 
tions of the world, but that peace has 
been brightened\by constantly multiply- 
ing evidences of genuine friendship, of 
mutual sympathy and understanding 
and of the happy operation of many 
elevating influences both of ideal and of 
practice, 

“We have seen the practical comple- 
tion of a great work at the Isthmus of 
Panama, which not only exemplifies the 
nation’s abundant resources to accom- 
plish what it will, but also promises new 
achievements of . co-operation and 
peace,”

FARMER'S SLAYER 
NOOMED BY JURY 


His Lawyer Makes Preparations to 
Fight for New Trial—Says 
Client Won't Hang. 


GRAYS, Oct. 25.—-With Nick Wil- 
burn condemned to die December 12 
for the murder of his employer, James 
King, a wealthy Jones County farm- 
er, interest in Middle Georgia's fa- 
mous murder case shifted to-day to 
King’s wife, Mrs. Katherine King, 


who will be placed on trial before 
Judge J. B. Park Monday. morning, 
charged with complicity in the 
crime. 

It is thought that the trial of Mrs. 
King will attract nore attention than 
did that of Wilburn, owing to the 
fact that she is a. woman and the 
trial will be the first ever held in 
Jones County in which a white wom- 
an is accused of murder. 

Mrs. King steadfastly maintaias 
her innocence of any part in the death 
of her husband, and is confident that 
she will be acquitted, despite the 
confession of Wilburn that she toid 
him to kill King. 

Mrs. King’s trial is not expected to 
be a long one. Her leading counsel, 
W. D. MeNeill, announced late Satur- 
day afternoon that few witnesses will 
testify in her behalf, but that these 
few will producd& important testi- 


mony. 
F Widow to Tell Story. 

“I propose now to put Mrs. King 
on the stand and let her tell the jury 
the truth and the whole truth about 
this case,” said M®& McNeill. “I do 
not believe there is a man tn Georgia 
who would convict her if he believes 
what she says, and we are prepared 
to support her statements by the tes-’ 
timony of other witneases.” ‘ 

Mrs. King, though she has retained 
her courage and good spirits during 
the week of Wilburn’s trial, broke 
down and cried when she heard th: 
verdict. y 

“T just can’t think what it means,” 
she said, 

She refused to see anyone, and 
sobbed herself to sleep in her cell. 
She awoke several hours later and 
held a long conference with her at- 
torneys, the nature of which was not 
divulged. 

Mrs. King has been a prisoner in 
the Jones County. jail since her ar- 
rest last December. She has issued 
several statements repudiating Wil- 
burn and branding his statements 
that he had killed her husband at ver 
request as false. She declares that 
Wilburn alone is responsible for the 
crime, and insists that she became 
intimate with him only because he 
exerted a estrange power over her 
and forced her to do his’ bidding 
against her will 

Fight to Save Wilburn. 

Declaring that Wilburn would nev- 
er go to the gallows unless he was 
accompanied by Mrs. King, Attorney 
John R. Cooper hag already started 
his battle to save his client from the 
hangman’s noose, . 

A motion for a new trial has beea 
set for a hearing before Judge Pa 
on December 6, and if the motion is 
refused, Mr, Cooper will carry iis 
fieht to the Supreme Court, and per- 
haps ultimately to the Prison Com- 
mission and the Governor. Mr, Coop- 
er stated that in arguing the mo- 
tion for a new trial he will contend 
that Wilburn was convicted on cir- 
cumstantial evidence, and for that 
reason should not suffer the death 
penalty, 

Wilburn has been taken to the 
Bibb County jail at Macon, where he 
has been kept since last December 
for fear of mob violenc®. He prob- 
ably will be brought back here next 
week to testify against Mrs. King.

“Had it not been for this early 
frost,” said Dr. Worsham, “Georgia 
farmers would have had to have be- 
gun their fight with the boll weevil 
this fall instead of next year.

“With the early maturing varieties 
of cotton seed, which are now being 
perfected in Georgia, and the resis- 
tent varieties, which fight off the 
black root and anthraxous and sim- 
ilar diseases, we believe that the 
Georgia cotton planter will be in the 
best posisble position to cope with 
the boll weevil next year.”

Place Captured After Siege Lasts 
ing for Ten Days—Many 
Persons Killed. 


EL PASO, TEXAS, Oct. 25.—The 
city of Monterey, capital of the State 
of Nuevo Leon and one of the most 
important strategic points in Mex» 
ico, has been captured by the rebels 
after a ten days’ siege. The city fell 


yesterday noon, but no confirmation 
was received from Monterey until to- 
day. : 

A terrific fire from machine gun 
was poured into the city for 24 hours, 
according to reports, and many per- 
sons were killed and wounded, vehile 
damage to the extent of several mile 
lion dollars has been done to property. 
The rebel force attacking Monterey 
was commanded by Pablo Gonzales 
and numbered 2,000. Colonel Contras 
formed a flank with 1,000 veterans of 
Terreon and Colonel Coss had 500 
well armed troops. The Federal gar- 
rison numbered about 2,000. The 
rebels are reported to have had a 
number of machine guns. 

According to the report received 
here Generals Maas and Telles, with 
their joint forces, were defeated as 
they hurried to the assistance of 
Monterery. a 

The first skirmish occurred at 
Morales, a short distance from the 
city of Monterey on October 15. The 
rebels were victorious in this and the 
insurgent forces then divided, one 
body rushing to Monterey fromthe 
west, another from the east and one 
band got into the city by using the 
line of the international railway. At 
the same time another rebel division 
captured San Luis, a suburb, and 
controlled one of the main lines into 
the city. .

BODIES BURIED UNDER DEBRIS,

York, were recovered to-night in the 
fourth chamber north of mine No. 
2 of the Stag Canyon Fuel Company. 
Both bodies, with sixteen others, were 
buried under tons-of debris. 

It is known to-night that not one 
of the 284 men caught in the explo- 
sion remains in the mine alive. Late 
to-day the entire workings had been 
explored by helmet men, and it was 
learned definitely that the bodies not 
located are buried beneath tons of 
debris. 

The mine to-day remained rela- 
tively clear of the “death gas” whicn 
heretofore impeded the rescue work. 


RYAN ATTACKS SULZER. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—In a state-

NEW TERRITORY 


President Declares Government’s 
Policy Is to Foster Friendly 
Relations With Neighbors. 


MOBILE, Oct. 27.—‘I want to take 
this occasion to say that the United 
States will never again seek another 
foot of territory on this continent by 
conquest,” declared President Wilson 
in a stirring address on Latin-Amer- 


ican relations before the Southern 
Commercial Congress to-day,. 

“I come because I want«to speak of 
our present and prospective relations 
with our neighbors to the south, the 
Latin-American states,” said Presi- 
dent Wilson in opening his address. 

“The opening of the Isthmus of 
Panama will open the world to the 
south,” he said, “and . the-. Latin- 
American states which have been off 
the main lines will now be on the 
main lines. 

Hit by Hard Bargains. 

“You hear of concessions to foreign 
capital in Latin-Ameriaa; that con- 
cessions are not granted in the United 
States; that when capital comes it 
comes invited but is not privileged. 
The Latin-American states have had 
‘harder bargains driven with them 
than any other place in the world.” 

The President said that the United 
States is trying to deal with the 
Latin-American states in terms of 
equality and honor and that’ the 
State Department is now trying to 
deal with them in a new spirit. The 
developments of constitutional liberty 
in the world was his dearest aim, he 
declared, 


“America is a synonym for indi- 
vidual,” he said. “Do not think that 
the questions of the day are mere 
guestions of expediency. We will 
never condone inequality because it 
is convenient to do so.” 

Currency for Farmers. 

A currency system for farmers was 
pledged for the administration 
by Senator Fletcher, of. Florida, 
in his address before jibe congress. 
Senator Fletcher said that be spoke 
for President Wilson, adding: 

“We know that President Wilson 
does not indulge in id’ talk, and by 
that sign we are assured that legis- 
lation providing a plan which will 
serve the financial needg of the farm- 
ers of the country wil! in due time 
take its place on the statute books.” 

The prominence given to the needs 
of the tillers of the soil at the Com- 
mercial Congress was in marked 
contrast with the national agitation 
involving the country over the cur- 
rency reform measure now before the 
Iederal Congress,:in which the farm- 
er has had no part. 

Fletcher Quotes Wilson. 

After touching upon the great ac- 
complishments of the Southern Com- 
mercial Congress, in particular its 
commission to investigate rural cred- 
its abroad, Senator Fletchér referred 
to President Wilson’s utterance on 
this subject in August when he sai‘. 

“Special machinery and a distinet 
system of banking must be provided 
if rural credits are to be successful!v 
and adequately supplied. This is our 
next greatest task.”

NEW COAL TREATY. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 27.—Rec- 
ommendation that the Russian Gov- 
ernment take steps at once to ar- 
range a new coal treaty with the 
United States to take the place of 
the treaty of 1832, which expired Jan- 
uary 1 last, was made to-day by a 
Government committee which has 
been inquiring into the effect of the 
new American tariff law. on Russian 
goods. 

It was further recommended that 
the American Government be asked 
to postpone any commercial discrim- 
ination against Russian until a new 
contract can be arranged.

Is $66,000,000 for 100,- 
000,000 Population. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Accord- 
ing to the actual figures of the new 
tariff law the high cost of living, as 
estimated with respect to foodstuffs 
alone, will not be greatly reduced, 
notwithstanding the promises of the 


party that the prices of these articles 
would take a tumble after the law 

After free sugar becomes effective, 
went into operation. 
basing the calculations upon the 
duties paid under the Payne-Aldrich 
law for the year 1912, the net saving 
in foodstuffs for the American people 
will amount to just about 66 cents 
for every man, woman and child in 
the United States, 

The amount of duties paid in 1912 
on articles that have been transferred 
from tlie dutiable to the free list wag 
$7,296,733. On items upon whieh re- 
ductions were made the saving an- 
nually will be, based upon the 1912 
figures, $6,112,732. These two classi- 
fications bring about a lessening of 
duties on articles of food amounting 
to $13,409,465. 

To this must be added after three 
years, when sugar becomes free, $53,- 
000,000. 3 

That makes a grand total of $66,- 
409,465 in reduction of duties cn table 
articles. Figure that out among 
100,000,000 of people and the personal 
effect upon each individual is easily 
ascertained. 

Of the foodstuffs free listed this 
country exports a _ grand total of 
$258,504,669, according to the figures 
of 1912. There may not be much in- 
terference in that trade in the shape 
of imports, !

God ordained that by the sweat of 
a man’s brow he should eat bread.
